New York, April 3. — Without the 


slightest Quaver in his well modulat- 
ed voice, and displaying ao out-ware! 
sign of regret or remorse, Charles F. 
Jones, secretary and valet to the lata 
William Marsh Rice, confessed under 
oath that he had ended the life of his 
employer and benefactor -\vith chloro- 
form. 


The confession was the climax of a 


rer-.arkable recital, in which were laid 
bare the details of an alleged subtle 
conspiracy which liad for its object 
the seizure of $3,000,000 ia cash and 
negotiable securities and the conver- 
sion of 13,000,000 in reaity to the uses 
of the alleged chief conspirator. 


The self-confessed anirderer told 


the story of the alleged plot from its 
inception. The capital crime lie com- 
mitted and all the minor offenses that 
preceded it were-, he declared, at The 
instigation and direction of Attorney 
Albert T. Patrick. It was Patrick, be 
said, who conceived the idea o* forg- 
ing a will and forging transfers aud 
conveyances. It -was Patrick ~v?ho de- 
termined thz.t KiCfi should QIC, and it 
was Patrick who sought to have him 
lulliiii slowly, and then, becoming ira 
patient, determined upon quick action. 
And, 
according to Jones, remarkable 


as it may seem. Rice never knew Pat- 
rick during his lifetime and never saw 
him but once. 


Jones, according to his storv. first 


began his acquaintance witli Patricli 
when the lawyer called at the resi- 
dence of lha millionaire Rice on Mad- 
ison avenue, this city, in October, 
1S99. 
The witness told of the growing 


friendship and the gradual approach 
to the discussion of the affairs of Mr. 
Rice, which finally resulted 
in tilt- 


proposition to 
defraud, and Jones 


finally yielded. Then c;iroe the details 
ofthe" story of the transfers and con- 
veyances of real and psrsona.1 prop- 
erty to Patrick, over the forged sis- 
natures of Rice; the stealing of blank 
checks from th<> iaiiilonai-re's check- 
book; then delivery to Patrick and 
the forgery of Rice's signature; the 
proposition to put the aged million- 
aire out of the way, first weakening 
him hy continuous dosos of mercury; 
the calling in of a physician at fre- 
quent intervals, thus apparently pro- 
viding for the issuance of a death cer- 
tificate; and the extreme care with 
•which this plan of slow poisoning, -was 
carried out. 


Plot of the Drama. 


Then, as calmly as though unfolding 


the plot of a drama in which ne -was 
interested only as a spectator. Jones 


led up" to'the day' of tfie nvarder. K¥ 
swore that Patrick furnished him 
with mercury pills of a different com- 
position from those first adopted; told 
how the millionaire defeated the pur- 
pose of the plotters by refusing to 
take them. Then, Jones said. Patrick 
began, to display impatience. 
He 


swore the lawyer brought two ounces 
of oxalic acid to Jones, ami Jonea 
swears he told him to dilute oaa 
ounce in 22 times its weight in water, 
and to give the mixture to Rice for 
the purpose of weakening his heart 
action. To induce the old'man to take 
these several poisons Jones says ha 
was compelled to take doses himself 
in Bice's presence. 
Oae dose was 


really not dangerous. It was the cumu- 
lative effect of the drug that was to 
be feared. 
According to this remarkable con- 


fession the" oxalic acit! was too slow, 
and Jones was asked to use chloro- 
lorrn and laudanum. Jones said he 
wa« afraid to buy the drugs in the 
neighborhood 
and be sent to his 


brother in Texas for them. 
They 


came by express. This was followed 
by a meeting in the street with Pat- 
rick who told him that the old man 
was lasting; too long; that he must he 
put out of the way at once; that .lones 


- should do the work, and that thero 
1 would really be no harm in iU be- 


cause Rice had .poisoned- ttis wifo 
years ago and deserved punishment. 


Jones described his return to Mr. 


Rice's apartments and the discovery 
of the millionaire sleeping peacefully 
in bed; he told of the stealthy search 
for a napkin and the fashioning of it 
into a cone shape, as directed, he saic!. 
by Patrick. He details;!, the story °£ 
the pinning of a small sponge at tho 
poiat of the cone. Then lie told of 
saturating the napkin 
and sponge 


with chloroform and holding tt over 
his own nostrils to test its effects. 
Jones described his approach to tha 
bed with the saturated napkin in his 
hand; of the placing it over the faco 
of the sleeping old man; of the flight 
frora the room; of. the weary wait of 
30 minutes in accordance with Pat- 
rick's alleged instructions: at the ex- 
piration of the half hour he returned 
and found Rice dead. He then threw 
open the windows, telephoned to Pat- 
rick that Rice was dead, seat for a 
physician aud then, after expressing 
his grief at the loss of so good and 
kind an employer, he said he went to 
bed and fell into a sound sleep. 


Patrick, accused by the witness of 


being the arch-criminal, listened to 
'the witness with attention • and occa, 
sion-ally made notes of the testimony...

Adjourned Court to Settle » Controwsny

Recent dispatches contained an ac- 


count of a sensational 'occurrence In 
;fce district court at V/atertown, S. D. 
In the trial of a divorce case"one of 
:he attorneys, George W. Case, said 
something offensive to Judge Julian 
Bennett, who sat on the bench. There- 
upon Judge Beanett responded hotly 
and Mr. Case said: 
"Judge Benaett, 


you can address me in, that manner 
from the tench, but -srere not court in 
session I would not tolerate such a 
statement from you." Springing to his 
feet, Judge Bennett exclaimed: "This 
court is adjourned'." and with that 
knocked Mr. Case down with a blow in 
the face. 


And the story is doubly interesting 


as showing how history will repeat it- 
self, though we regard the Kansas in- 
cident which we are about to relate 
as the fuunier of the two. In 1S68, the 
famous Judge Joyce was a justice of 
the peace-In Hays City, and, as the 
only judicial officer in the region, ad- 
ministered the law with an autocratic 
hand. In the town there were two law- 
yers, only one of whom has to do with 
this story. His name was Ryan, and 
some months before he and Judge 
Joyce had quarreled, with the resul 
of Ryan being disbarred from practice 
oa the ground that he had.been a Con- 
federate soldier whose "disabilities aatt 
never been removed. Of course

fact of Ryan's being a Confederate sol- 
dier was not cause for his disbarment, _ 
and, 
anyway, Joyce had no right to 


disbar him, but everyuiing went ia' 
the west ia those days, and for orne 
months Ryan had to stay out of court. 
However, after Joyce had considered 
his enemy sufficiently punished he seiit 
word to him that he could come into 
court. The nest case which came up 
for trial was against a fellow who had 
stolen a cow, and he engaged Ryan to 
defend Mm. In due course the prose- 
cution made its case a good one, by the

This decline for November reachei 


$1,300,000, for December $3,200,000 
for .Jatmaiy $2,900,000 and for Febru 
ary S4,000,000.

The 
chief losses are in cotton goads form 
eriy shipped to China, copper ingots 
and petroleum, although there is a 
isarked decrease in some grades o;

A Big Strike. 


The best strike that iias been made 


in the AUon county field for many 
months was made by the Gilbert Oil 
Go., on the Henry Frueh farm yester- 
day. 
The No. 3 well was drilled in 


an;! the flow of oil '.vast so strong that 
drilling had to be stopped and the well 
shut clown. Ditches were construct- 
ed around the derrick to save the 
amber fluid. 


Last week's business in the petrol- 


eum world was remarkable for nothi 
more than its unchanged character- 
istics. The price remained the same 
anil as for field developments they 
were of the tamest species. 


Of course when this is said it ap- 


plies only to the operations in the 
light oil regions. In Texas, says the 
Toledo Time.s, there was some move- 
ments not quite so tame. 
Three new 


wells were added to the producing list 
at Beaumont. 
Two of these are re- 


ported quite large ami the other one- 
very small. 
Then there were a cou- 


ple of worthless order. 
But the fact 


that there were found a couple more 
gushers, though they were not more 
than halt a mile away from the origi- 
nal strike, was sufficient to resuscitate 
the energy and enthusiasm that seem- 
ed to be waning in that field to quite 
an extent. 


Other Wells Coming. 


George J. Rathbun returned from 


tne sce.ua on Friday last and states 
that there are a number of other wells 
to follow immediately; that there is 
no question but that a large daily pro- 
duction will bo created in the field. 
So • far as it relates to the northern 
trade it can have but little influence. 
There Js about 7 per cent, of refined oil 
in the article, and of course in the 
manufacture of the product for any 
other purpose for which it might, be 
found, to he valuable, this refined would 
be token just as a bi-product and not 
as a principle as With our lighter oils.

the liiicas-Guffey gusher that he open 
ed ISie well one day and in 15 minutes 
it fiilfid two tanks of the 250-barre! 
variety.. -Any one can figure that 
should -,tue. well continue to gush at 
that rate afor 2* hours it "would throw 
out 40,000 -barrels. But no one can 
even imagine the result of a 24 hours' 
ruu witii .the gate wide open. 
The 


pressure as Lths well stands shut in is 
very great. The gauge, therefore, for 
the first 3:3 -.minutes '.could hardily be 
taken as io 'infallible in4i cation of the 
strength of -the well for a. day or for a 
half that length Q? time. 


Oil SoW and Transported. 


The oil is being ssed aniJ transport- 


ed, in small quantities as ytt. but it is 
sure to take the pltvce of eoai in all 
that southern region.

But it Is not likely that the gushers

At the 
present time none are obtained, though 
wells of a few hundred barrels' ca- 
pacity are not an unusual occurrence 
in that country. 
It is Mr. Rathburn's 


opinion that the large wells will not

area in Texas.

J. D. Smith, the unfortunate and 


poverty stricken old traveler, who was 
struck by the engine of C. H. & D. 
passenger train Ko. 3 near the P. Ft. 
W. & C. crossing Sunday afternoon 
and who died from the effects of his 
injuries in the city hospital yesterday, 
was not always a homeless wanderer 
and the story of Ins misfortune which 
he himself related in this city several 
months ago, is a pathetic one. The 
unfortunate man was between 60 a nd 
70 years of age and for many years he 
was a prosperous, contented citizen of 
a northern Indiana town, surrounded 
by all of the comforts of home, includ- 
ing a happy family. 


A few months ago, Smith appeared 


in this city Just after the last of his 
family, his -wife, had followed their 
two sons to the eternal realm. 
Smith 


was walking across Main street, at the 
intersection of High, while on this 
first visit referred to. and was Knocked 
down and painfully injured by a horse. 
He was assisted by some spectators, 
into Melville's, drug store and the city 
trustees, learning: that he was home- 
less and without money decided to 
send him to the county infirmary, his 
injuries not being serious enough to 
warrant his removal to the hospital. 
While at the police station waiting for 
the carriage that was to convey him 
to the county institution, Smith told 
the story of his misfortunes. He had 
lived for many years in EiKhart, Ind., 
owning and operating the 
principal 


hotel that thriving town afforded and 
also owned a valuable farm south of 
Elkhart. 
His reverses 
began, with 


prolonged sickness in his family and 
within 2. year, his two sons who had 
grown to hatihood, passed into the 
sleep of death. 
His wife's health was 


broken and wished to return to her 
native state In the east r.o visit a sis- 
ter before joining her sons on the 
other shore. 
They sold their property 


and went east, enjoying what com- 
forts they could find after being left 
alone in the world and when returning 
to Indiana, the wife became ill and 
had to be taken from the railway train 
on which they were traveling. 
She 


was taken to a hotel, where she 15uaHy 
died and fhe aged husband spent the 
last oHiis money giving the remains a 
chrit-tian burial beside the bodies of 
their deceased sons,.
